Reading a diagram 

As a rulfij diagfams ar-e read in 
■ the 5a me way that the project is 
stitched. Here's how: 

■ For projects worked in the round, 
interpret the diagram from the center 
Oijt, starting wfth the center ring (fig, a), 



■■■ . • For pro] ect.s worked in rows, read: from 

the bottom left corner from fe-tt To right, then 
from right to left on the next row. 



• Some diagrams depict the compfete project, such as an 
entire motif, while others represent Just a segment, such as 
a stitch pattern. 



• The diagram depicts the pattern from the right side. 

■ In CT, rows or rounds are alternately colored black and blue 
to help differentiate betvifeen them, 

• Each row or round in the diagram is labeled with a number 
which corresponds to the row or round numbers in the 
written instructions [fig. bj. 

• Foundation chains are indicated by horiipntal ovals (fig. cj, 
while turning chains are mdicaied by vertical ovals [fig. d). 

“ Diagrams do not indicate wheihe- you should work into a 
chain stftch below or the space b'^low. Check the written 
instructions for this information. 



The Best of Both VvoHds 

So, which is bettor, stitch diagrams or written instructions? 
The answer is, ''Soth!" 

A strtch diagram for an entire jacket worked only in 
single crochet would consist of many, many rows of 
little "x"'s and would be boring and difficult to follow. 

On the other hand, written instructions for a lacy motif 
or doily are often very long, and packed with confusing 
punctuation, while the equivalent stitch diagram is more 
compact and easier to foilo-w. 

CT provides you with both written inEtructions and 
stitch diagrams to help you best understand the 
instructions you ne&d to complete your projects 
successfully. When the written instructions 
give you diffitull^, consult the stitch 
diagram for clarification.
